There is u, certain broker in Wall 


street whose career furnishes a most 
remarkable story, of a kind that can 
scarcely be found anywhere except in 
our own country. It is the story o£ a 
rise from ignorance and poverty to

though it seldom offers such eontiast 
as in this instance. 
The broker is a 


handsome, middle-age J Italian; we will 
call him Tony, since that is the name 
by which his friends know him. 


Tony came to this country whf-n he 


was a mere boy and landed in Xevv 
York with prospects that could scarce- 
ly be considered brilliant. He had no 
money, no friends, and could not even 
speak Knfrlish. 
There was only one 


tiling for him to do under these circum- 
stances, and he did it without delay, 
lie obtained an outfit of box and 
brushes and joined the arm}' of bo\ 
bootblacks, of whom there were then 
not less than 3,000 on the. streets of the 
great city.

This story tells something- mere than 


the rise of one plucky Italian boy from 
rnfrs and poverty to a respected posi- 
tion amontr business men; it relates the 
evolution of the bootblack in this coun- 
try. 
The street urchin who shined the 


shoes of most Americans ten or 15 
j-ears a<?o has disappeared from our 
great cities, or is found with his kit 
slung1 across his shoulder only in the 
]>arks ami side sheets. Ills place has 
liei'ii taken by men and boys, mostly 
Italians, who have neatly kept chairs 
where their customers find nearly all 
the comforts which they obtain in » 
barber shop or a store. Most of th«e 
stands nre on ncd, not by the men who 
work at them, but by "padrones" who 
are like Mr. Tony, except that their 
operations are not earned on on so ex- 
tensive a scale.

The reason that it is necessary to be 


well covered while sleeping is that 
when the body lies down it is the in- 
tention of nature that it should resit, 
and the heart especially should be re- 
lieved of its regular work temporarily. 
So that org"an makes ten strokes a 
minute less than when the body is in an 
upright posture. 
This means ' 600 


strokes in 00 minutes. Therefore, in 
tlie eight hours that a man usually 
spends in takirg his night's rest the 
heart is saved nearly 5,000 strokes. As it 
pumps six ounces of blood with each 
stroke, it lifts 30,000 ounces kss of 
blood in this night's session than it 
would during the day, when a man I; 
usually in an upright position. Xow, 
the body is dependent for its warmth 
on the vigor of the circulation, and as 
the blood flows so much more slowly 
through the veins when one Is lying 
down, the warmth lost in the reduced 
circulation must be supplied by extra 
coverings.—St. louis Globe-Democrat.
